“CHEERS FOR GOEBBELS” 

“Three cheers for Goebbels and 
company!” she continued. “The very 
thing they themselves will advo- 
cate and try to gain if at all pos- 
sible.

but Canadians were the only ones, 
as in the last war, who would draw 
no benefit from it, Canada must 
get rid of the spirit of colonialism. 
“COLONIAL TRIBUTE” 

Finance Minister Ilsley, sponsor 
of the bill. asked if it were “colonial 
tribute” to send help to Australia. 
New Zealand, Russia, China and 
other countries allied with Canada 
in the war. 

Mutual aid was nog tribute nor 
charity but sound common sense, 
the doing of a duty. 

Canada had made its decisions un- 
prompted by the United Kingdom, 
the United States or any other na- 
tion. 

“The phrase (of colonial tribute) 
is fantastic and ridiculous and is 
entirely unwarranted,” said Mr. 
Isley. 

He was “astonished” it had been 
uttered by his former colleague in 
the cabinet, Mr. Cardin. The rea! 
test of a nation’s sacrifice was not 
taxation, but what the people had 
left after taxation and the lending 
of money to the government. When 
it was claimed Canadians had less 
left than the British people, then the 
statement could not be proved for 
one minute in the light of true con- 
ditions. 


JEOPARDIZE FREEDOM 

Mrs. Nielsen said any effort to 
arouse differences between Canada 
and the other United Nations jeo- 
pardized the whole fight for frec- 
dom. Anything which impeded the 
Allies’ new offensive aided Hitler. 
The German leader had sought to 
drive a wedge between Poland and 
Russia and isolate Russia. The 
Russians had the courage to -hoot 
the spies sent among them and 
Hitler's plans had been thwarted. 

At the councils after the war, 
Canada as a free nation could vote

Victory Bonds/ 
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A Chance for All 


For the first ten days of the campaign 
sales of Victory bonds averaged better 
than $63,000,000 per day. If this pace is 
held, the minimum objective of $1,100,- 
000,000 will be gained in the three-week 
period. A less satisfactory feature was 


. the number of buyers. 


During the ten days sales totalled 
782,246, This was far in advance of the 
563,696 sales made in the corresponding 
days of the Third Loan campaign last 
fall. But it fell far short of promising that 
the 3,000,000 buyers’ mark will be reached. 
And among these early buyers were sev- 
eral corporations, some provincial govern- 
ments, municipal councils and school 
boards. 

The meaning is plain. Not enough peo- 
ple of moderate means are taking advan- 
tage of the opportunity to lay away a few 
bonds against future needs. Twice as many 
should have done so in the ten-day period, 
for to no other class of the population is it 
so important to ‘nail down” some wartime 
savings by putting them into these bonds. 

A bond can be bought for $50. It can 
be bought on time and paid for over a term 
of months. This is a chance that does not 
often come for the man of small earnings 
and with little accumulated money to lay 
the foundation for a future free from fin- 
ancial worry. Only in wartime or other 
unusual conditions does such an opportun- 
ity present itself. No one who can buy a 
bond—or a pocketful of them—should 
miss the chance. 


A Diversion Drive 


If General Wavell invaded Burma with 
a view to capturing Akyab he has failed, 
for his troops have had to plod back 
through the swamps to within 40 miles or 
so of the Indian border. But that such was 
his purpose was only assumed, from the 
direction of the drive and the energy with 
which it was pushed in the early stages. 
Neither Wavell nor anyone else who could 
speak with authority ever announced that 
Akyab was the objective, or that the in- 
vasion was the opening of operations de- 
signed to clear the Japanese out of Burma. 

What has been accomplished is per- 
haps what the move was intended to ac- 
complish. The Japanese have been too 
busy fighting the invaders to do anything 
more than stage an occasional air raid 
on cities in eastern India. They were sup- 
posed to be ready months ago to attempt 
an all-out invasion. If so, the event did not 
come off, probably because Wavell struck 
first. 

Meanwhile, the recruiting of Indian 
troops has gone ahead at the rate of 100,- 
000 per month, training has been carried 
on energetically, and reserves of equipment 
and munitions built up. India is now in 
far better position to deal with an invad- 
ing force than it was six months ago, well 
able to take care of any force the Jap- 
anese can muster for an attack. This may 
explain why Wavell's little army swarmed 
down through the jungles and threatened 
Akyab.

Malta Rings the Bells 


While the church bells in Malta pro- 
claimed the joy of the populace over the 
Allied victory in Tunisia, 400 bombers 
from African territory which Mussolini 
threw away sailed over to blast Palermo 
in the heaviest raid yet staged in that the- 
atre, while 100 more pounded the little It- 
alian island of Pantelleria. 

Sicily and Pantelleria are bases from 
which any attempted evacuation of Axis 
forces from Tunisia must he carried out. 
They are the nearest pieces of Axis ter- 
ritory, in which fugitives from the defeat- 
ed armies might find refuge if any can es- 
cape in smal] boats under cover of night. 
They are stepping stones at the crossing 
of the Mediterranean. 

Any or all these reasons may account 
for the smashing air attacks on the is- 
lands while the remnants of the Axis 
forces were still fighting in scattered 
bands and trying to organize some sort of 
defence in the Cape Bon peninsula, The 
raids may have been intended to block 
evacuation plans, or to soften the island 


“bridge” for an invasion force bound for. 


Italy, or both. 

The Maltese are likely to have many 
more occasions to ring their bells in satis- 
faction that these islands have taken 
Malta's place as the bomb-target of the 
Mediterranean. Whatever may be the Al- 
lied invasion plans, these bases of hostile 
sea and air power must be destroyed. Only 
by destroying them can the Allies obtain 
full control of the short Mediterranean 
route to the Near East and the Far East 
That alone would doom the islands to de- 
vastating attacks—probably by sea as well 
as by air.

Agreed to Disagree 


Moscow has denied any intention to set 
up a rival Polish Government-in-exile. But 
it reports that a Polish division is to be 
formed to fight with the Red army against 
the Nazis. action, it is stated, is be- 
ing taken by a union of Polish patriots 
w leaders are opposed to the réfugee 
Polish Government in London. 

In their recent statements, neither Mr. 
Churchill nor Mr. Stalin committed himself 
to the restoration of Poland territorially 
aa it existed before the war. 

The very plain fact is that the rift be- 
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tween the Ruasians and the Poles did not 
start with the alleged discovery by the 
Nazis of the graves of Polish officers 
whom they claimed had been killed by the 
Russians. It started when the Red army 
invaded Poland concurrently with the 
Nazis. The root cause of the dispute is 
suspicion on the part of the Polish leaders 
at London that Moscow does not intend 
to give back the territory it then seized. 

Nothing good could come of arguing 
this boundary question at present. Unless 
Hitler is defeated it will make no differ- 
ence what the Poles or the Russians want; 
they wlil both have to take what he pleases 
to give them—and that won't be much. ° 

But it is better that the situation 
should be clearly understood, for the prob- 
lem is one that will have to be solved 
when the settling-up time comes, And the 
more clearly it is recognized now, the more 
of the credit due them will be given to the 
Russian and Polish leaders, and to Mr. 
Roosevelt and Mr. Churchill, for handling 
so highly explosive an issue in a way to 
prevent the open breach which the enemy 
so much hoped for. 


General Von Arnim is said to have fol- 
lowed Rommel’s example and fled to Eur- 
ope, leaving command of the Axis forces 
in Tunisia to the Italian General Messe. 
The report is probably correct. It accords 
with the Axis rule of precedence all 
through the campaign. Where there was 
glory to be gained, a Nazi has been on the 
Spot to receive the plaudits. Where death 
or capture. was certain, the Italians have 
been given the place of honor. Messe was 
imported into Tunisia and dubbed com- 
mander-in-chief when—and not until—it 
became apparent that disaster was just 
around the corner. He must have known 
the plot was to unload upon him the odium 
for a defeat in the making of which he had 
no hand. If Giovanni has the spunk of a 
rabbit he will put the Afrika Korps in the 
front line until there isn’t any of it left, 
and then surrender his Italians in maas.

Sweden Content To Be Small 


No Territorial Ambitions 
Plague People of That

STOCKHOLM—As one Swedish 
official here said to me, Sweden has 
learned to live as a small power 
that is a different thing from trying 
to live as a big power. 

The old trouble that has plagued 
Europe has been the attempt of 
small countries to 
become bigger, to 
scheme and plot 
and go to war for 
more territory. 
They have not 
learned the les- 
son Sweden has 
learned. It was 
learned here in a 
very hard way 
years ago, when 
Sweden dreamed 
of being the giant 
power of the 
north. 

From Viking times the Swedes 
looked to the east, organized &xpe- 
ditions and sought trade in what is 
now Russia, where they established 
a government. In fact, Swedes say

for centuries, fighting almost con- 
stantly with Russia, Poland and 
Denmark to dominate the Baltic 
and the. north, King Gustavus 
Adolphus, Sweden's greatest hero.

| King Charles XII conquered Den- 
mark and Poland and invaded 
Russia. 

But over the years Sweden gradu- 
| ally found that wars did not pay, 


and that another way of existence 
was possible, which during the last 
century.of peace has enabled Swe- 
den to become a model abode of 
freedom and economic security. 
The Swedes have found that a 
nation can be happy, prosperous 
and respected without being big 
or warlike 

Instead of conquering territory, 
the Swedes learned to send ships 
| with fine productsc all over the 
world. They advanced through 
technical skill instead of force of 
arms. They won markets by craft- 
manship and enterprise instead of 
by guns. So it is that the Swedes 
can say to me that Sweden has 
learned to live as a small power.

Pilsudski broke with the Germans 
when they tried to set up a Hohen- 
zollern prince as king of Poland, 
and he was arrested and interned 
in the fortress of Magdeburg. 
The pelicy of Pilsudski, as head 
of the Polish state, was consist- 
ently to try to avoid either a clash 
or a union between Germany and 
Russia, both of whom, from a 
Polish viewpoint, and from Polish 
history, were potential enemies. 


Collaborated 


Since Russia and Germany have 
both, in the past, and during this 
very war, collaborated to destroy 
Poland, neither country is beloved 
by the Poles, and there is always 
the possibility that one branch of 
Polish opinion and leadership 
might be exploited against the 
other. Hitler is obviously trying 
to do this now—to woo those Poles 
who might so greatly fear Russia 
as to forget what the Nazis have 
done. So far it is the glory of 
Poland that she has never had a 
Quisling. 

In this situaution it is unfortun- 
ate that the question of frontiers 
was ever unrolled at all. Nothing 
is more dangerous than to start 
dividing the spoils of war before 
the war is won. Both Russia and 
Poland have signed the Atlantic 
Charter, which contains three 
pledges: First, no aggrandizement, 
territorial or otherwise; second, no 
territorial changes that do not 
accord with the freely expressed 
wishes of the people concerned; 
third, the right of all peoples to 
choose the form of government 
under which they will live. 

This bars out enlargement of the 
territory of any ally at the expense 
of another, and even enlargement 
of territories at the expense of the 
enemy, unless the peoples them- 
selves desire it. 

It is possible that the Russians 
date their acceptance of these 
principles from the time they en- 
tered the war, and thus find it 
compatible with the Atlantic Char- 
ter to claim the Baltic States and 
Eastern Poland. But I think this is 
stretching the Atlantic Charter 
very dangerously. I believe that 
what concerns Russia is frontier 
security, and that depends upon 
the form of peace organization that 
we are able to create after the war. 

On the other hand, many spokes- 
men for the Poles and even the 
Polish governmen in exile, have

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German General Wept 
As Surrender Made 
To Yanks in Tunisia 


By HAROLD V. BOYLE 

WITH THE U.S. ARMY IN TUNISIA May 9 (Delayed) — 
(AP)—The first herald of the collapse of German arms in Africa 
Was a freshly-shaven stafi officer who stepped up to the tent of an 
American General this sunny Sunday morning, and said 

“What are your terms of surrender?’ 

The General, whose American Ist Armored Division had trap- 
ped 15,000 Nazi tank and infantry troops around Djebel El Faear 
on the peninsula east of Bizerte after two days of fighting, told him: 

“My terms are unconditional surrender, no sabotage of Ger- 
man. equipment and no attempt at evacuation by sea. We will 
kill ell who try to get out.” 

The German staff officer relayed the terms of surrender to 
Maj.-Gen. Fritz Krause, artillery officer commanding the Nazi sec- 
tor facing the Americans. 

Gen. Krause accepted. He took the defeat in good grace. 

His field-gray uniform was wrinkled and he wore neither cap 
nor helmet. 

Smaller, older, impeccably dressed, Maj..Gen. Borowitz of 
the 15th Nazi Armored Division, burst into tears when he first 
reached the headquarters of the armored division which had 
battered his prize legion to pieces. 

“I am in truth a general without a command,” said Borowitz. 
“I have seen my division split in two and my panzers wiped out. 
“I have no panzers, no artillery, not even a grenadier.”

OTTAWA, May 11.—(CP)— 
Organization of an _ all-British 
commercial air transport system, 
with Canada as “the logical cen- 
‘tre of Empire air activity,” was 
urged yesterday by Lt.-Col. 
George A. Drew, Ontario Pro- 
gressive Conservative leader. 

In ah address prepared for de- 
livery to a joint meeting of Ottawa 
service clubs, Col. Drew said Can- 
ada’s place in post-war aviation 
could best be assured as part of an 
Empire system which would have a 
strong competitive position. 


EASILY ORGANIZED 


The organization of such a world- 
girdling corporation would present 
no difficulty, he said. Each nation 
within the Empire could retain its 
own domestic air ‘routes and opera- 
tion of trans-Canada Air Lines, the 
Canadian government-owned sys- 


tem, would not be disturbed in any | ° 


way. 

“By the accident of geography 
Canada is at the crossroads of 
the most important air routes ef 
the world, and Canada has the 
Opportunity to become one of the 
Greatest carriers by air of pass- 
engers and freight, if we rec. 
ognize the opportunities which lie 
before us and plan now te take 
advantage of those opportunities,” 
he said. 

New airfields opened for war 
training purposes, along with those 
opened before the war, provided 
Canada with the framework of ene 
of the most complete domestic air 
systems in the world. From the 
point of view of trained personnel, 
Canada had-the best position of any 
country and many persons now in 
war aviation were performing tasks 
Jittle different from those required 
in civil aviation 

WORK TOGETHER 

“Working together we (Canada 
and the other British Nations) can 
maintain the greatest air routes in 
the world. The British nations in 
this field are complementary, not 
competitive, And they possess 
bases which will permit round-the- 
world flying, landing only on Bri- 
tish territory.” 

“If we attempt to work alone 
we will sink to relative unimport- 
ance as a carrier of international 
air commerce. That is our choice; 
te become the centre of a great 
worldgirdling British commercial 
system or to sink beck into the 
unimportant role of e satellite 
air power using aircraft, instru- 
ments and supplies made in some 
other country,” he added, 

“Because the civil and military 

aspects of this problem are in- 
separable, # is not too much to say 
that upon our decision may rest 
the future of the empire. The time 
for decision is now. When peace 
eomes it will im all probability be 
too late,” he warned,

Troops’ Morale 
Overseas Said | 
To Be “Superb”| 


The Canadian olipe stationed 
in the British Isles are superb 
both as to morale and eager an- 
ticipation to get into the fight and 
finish the job, Maj. John Steele, 
Salvation Army Auxiliary Ser- 
vice officer stated Tuesday on his 
arrival here after spending two 
and a half years overseas. 

He returned to Canada in an ex- 
change of officers, and has been 
appointed supervisor of war serv- 
ices in Canada. 

The men overseas naturally are 
anxious to get busy and fight. He 
had visited camps of soldiers of 
many nationalities in England and 
had not found better morale than 
that of the Canadians 

Outlining the work being done 
by the war services overseas, he 
said that every type of service to 
entertain the men and carry on a 
direct link with their homeland 
was being carried out. 

Mobile and 


concerts, educational facilities, as 
well as the donation of sports and 
recreational equipment are being 
provided for the men. 
SPECIAL EFFORT 

Special effort to provide such 
services to men stationed in iso- 
lated posts is made by the ser- 
vices, he explained. These men 
were not forgotten, and every pos- 
sible means of providing them with 
such things as reading matter, rec- 
reational facilities and many other 
things are seen to. Similar service 
also is rendereti to seamen on Can- 
adian ships calling at British ports. 

Speaking of the British Salvation 
Army, Maj. Steele said that more 


than 2,000 of its buildings had been| 


demolished by air raids. Included 
in these was the London headquar- 
ters. 

Officials were doing nothing to 
replace these buildings for 
present as they wish to concentrate 
entirely on the work among the 
troops. 


BAD AIR RAIDS 

While in England Maj. Steele ex- 
perienced some of the worst air 
raids that occurred and was in Lon- 
don at the time of the big fire blitz. 
Thé’ bravery displayed by the Brit- 
ish people during that time was 
amazing, said Maj. Steele, who 
stated that at no time did they 
waver in their rugged and indomi- 
table spirit. 

The defences in Great Britain 
were tremendous now, There was 
no comparison with the defences 
now in operation and those in 1940 
when the aerial warfare over Bri- 
tain first began. 


AMPLE CHANCE ‘ 

Part of his time overseas was 
spent servicing an R.C.A.F. bomber 
squadron on the east coast and 
here he had ample opportunity to 
view at first band the active opera- 
tions over France and Germany, 
Maj. Steele said. 

Although glad to be back in Can- 
ada, he expressed regret that he 
had been unable to stay overseas 
and “to have been in at the finish,”

LONDON, May 11. — (CP) — In 


wartime Britain women do every-| 


thing from shipbuilding to street 
sweeping. As you watch them some- 
times at laborious, crude work, you! 
wonder how they feel about it. 

In Soho, peacetime home of) 
quaint foreign restaurants and) 
European shops, plump Florence | 
Sharp was discovered plying her 
trade as street sweeper. She was 
induced to go before the micro- 
phone and tell how it felt to be a 
woman working at what one time 
was essentially a man’s business. In 
her narrative she told how she

I 
don’t know what there was to laugh 
at, I'm sure.”
